Wheat To Sell At The 
Market Price 
TO PROTECT FARMER 
Congressman Suggests 


Emptying Storage Houses 
By Parcel Post 


WASHINGTON. D. C, Aug. 4 — 


Cheaper bread may be one of the re- 
sults of the present governmental ef- 
forts to reduce the high cost of living. 


Whether the five cent loaf will be 


put into the market basket is a ques- 
tion on which officials are at lariance. 
but they agree that if the government 
allows wheat to sell at the 
market 


price instead of Uie $2 25 guaranteed, 
a considerable drop in the price of 
bread wil: result. 


The price of wheat is one of the 


things being considered by a commit- 
tee of cabinet and other nigh officials 
who are tackling the living cost prob- 
lem. 


The proposal is for the go^e^nment 


to take over the flour supply of the 
country at nominal profit to the millers 
and sell it back to the 
public at % 


loss. 


Officials slate with the pnce remain- 


ing at $2.25 a bushel, flour caa be hot 
fairly by the government at $S a bar- 
rel after making allowances for all'by 
products 
and a fair 
profit to 
the 


millers. 


In turn the government would sell 


the flour to the public for $6 absorb- 
ing a loss of $2 a barrel. 


Thus the farmer would get the guar- 


• anted price for his wheat, people would 


be assured of cheaper food and the 
half bilion dollars that are spent would 
be used in reducing prices instead of 
merely keeping up the price of wheat 
to the farmer. 


Nearly all food prices are affected 


by wheat and officials believe lower 
bread prices would bring down many 
other articles. Care would be taJfcen 
it the plan was carried out to pre- 
Tent any profiteering after the gov- 
ernment had reduced the 
price of 


flour. 


The act appropriating the guaran- 


tee fund specifically provides that the 
money shall not only be used to keep 
up the $225 wheat price, but to sell 
food to the people at a reasonable 
cost, and many congressmen say such 
a plan was in their minds when the 
bill was passed.
